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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

Claims 22-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1 ) whether the invention is within the technological arts : and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result . 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to 
promote the "progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as 
opposed to social sciences, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory 
subject matter. For a process claim, the recited process must somehow apply, involve, 
use, or advance the technological arts. 

In the present case, claims 23, 26, 29, and 32 only recite an abstract idea. The 
recited steps of defining a transaction, setting a sales sum-up, prepayment, delivery, 
issuing a transaction slip number, receiving delivery date, and displaying incomplete 
transaction information, do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts 
since all of the recited steps can be performed in the mind of the user or by use of a 
pencil and paper. These steps only constitute an idea of a transaction management 
method. 
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Additionally, for a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must 
produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. In the present case, claims 22-33 do 
not produce a tangible result as the claims merely display information. 

Because the recited claims do not produce a useful, concrete, and tangible 
result, and since claims 23, 26, 29, and 32 are not within the technological arts as 
explained above, claims 22-33 are deemed to be directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed July 26, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
only partially persuasive. The basis for the above rejection with regards to 
"technological art" is as follows: 

The invention in the body of the claims must recite technology. If the 
invention in the body of the claim is not tied to technological art, environment, or 
machine, the claim is not statutory. Ex parte Bowman, 61 USPQ2d 1665, 1671 
(BD. Pat App. & Inter. 2001) (Unpublished). Also note MPEP 2106 IV 2(b). 

In Bowman, the board affirmed the rejection under U.S.C 101 as 
being directed to non-statutory subject matter. The Board held that the 
disclosed and claimed invention is directed merely to a human making 
mental computations and manually plotting results on paper chart, and 
thus is nothing more than an abstract idea which is not tied to any 
technological art and is not a useful art as contemplated by the 
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constitution. The abstract idea does not become a technological art merely 
by the recitation in the claim of "transforming physical media into a chart" 
and "physically plotting a point on said chart.' 9 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-20 are allowed.
